This, oonoerainjt the Weldon factory, from 
the Maroa Newt, will be of interest jurt 
now: "Tho factory for canning all kinds 
of garden truck, etc., etc., is yet in full 
operation, bat will shut down for tlie 
winter about the flnt ot December. One 
farmer, who lives near Weldon, sold to 
this factory this season over $200 worth 
of pumpkins, which Lo grew on about 
a half aero of ground. They pay fX) cento 
per 100 pounds for tLe picturesque pump- 
kins. We were told that the farmers, en- 
couraged by the profit* derived from the 
sales ot their garden products tho past 
season to the canning company, contem- 
plate engaging extensively iu the truck 
business next year," A largo factory of 
this kind in Deoatur would greatly en- 
hance the value of land in this immediate 
neighborhood, for the farmers would soon 
learn that they could realize more cash 
from an acre of land by raising garden 
trnok than they could ont of 00 or 80 or 
100 bushels ot first grade wheat. Let us 
Lave the canning factory. It will not 
give employment to 1000 operatives, but 
it will help to work up a boom in tho 
price of farming lands.
